The floor of Miss Hoyfs room, according to her 


statement, becomes heated to a point where it is un- 
comfortable when the furnacres are going full blast. 


Engineer P. A. Lawrence said the heating plant 


will not warm the old building in cold weather unless 


fired to a point where there is danger'from fire. 


The concrete slab was not Installed in the floor 


over the six furnaces after the. fires of two years ago. 
The fire Tuesday morning is said by Engineer Law- 
rence to be the vvorst in the history of the building, 
which is not fireproof. 


A metal lath affair covered with asbestos was put 


in, however, but proved inadequate a year ago when 
another lire broke on;. The fire Tuesday proved its 
worthlessness. It was after the fire a year ago that 
the trap doer was provided fcr running lines of nose 
thru in case of another blaze. 


The lower part of the floor timbers as well as the 


bottom of the trap door are charred by the terrific 
heat. 


The fire Tuesday spread thru the space under the 


floor and flames leaped out thru cracks around the 
wall where the old floor has sagged. Firemen, fought 
the flames thru the trap door. 


Water poured into the floor by firemen caused 


steam to be generated which spread thru the walls, 
loosening plaster and causing it to begin to fall. 


Chief John Mack, of the fire department, declares 


the building is a fire trap. The asbestos put in as a 
safety measure between the furnaces and floor, which 
is near the top of the heating plant, is not thick 
enough, lie believes. 


The old school building has fire escapes and lira 


drills are held. It is said to be possible to empty, the 
structure in two minutes.

He returned home for the holidays, 
but there was discord in the family home on S. Chestnut-st to 
such an extent that Mrs. Thompson filed suit for divorce, alleg- 
ing cruelty and abuse on the part of her husband. 


Thompson secured a key to the family home, and, armed 


with a heavy chisel, used for cutting holes thru brick or cement 
walls, entered the home about 11:30 p. m.s after the members of 
the family, the wife and six daughters, had retired. 


After beating Mrs. Thompson's head almost to a pulp, her 


brains being scattered, over the bed clothing, Thompson attacked 
his eldest daughter, Virginia, 16. She escaped from him, but he 
pursued her, "with the exclamation: "We'll go to the barn and die 
together!" He carried an open razor in one hand. 


Turning from the pursuit of Virginia, Thompson visited the 


rooms of the other children, striking them on the head with the 
heavy chisel. The youngest, Dorothy, 6, was not injured. The 
husband and father apparently intended to kill all of the mem- 
bers of the family save the youngest child.
